Various forme of financial aid are 
recommended for the purpose mit 


it must appear to the casual observ- 
er that the further measures of aid 
set forth in the Inquiry Commission's 
report would free taxpayers in such; 
areas of all education outlay. 

In contrast, it ie satisfactory to 
find in the report a candid statement | 
by the practical farmers co:nprising 
the Commission that, in many of the 
matters dealt ‘with, the power to im- 
prove conditions “does not rest in 
legislative or regulatory action, but 
in the willingness of the farmers to 
help themselves by changing their 
practices and methods, by taking 
such co-operative action as lies with- 
in their power, and by such organiza- 
tion as will be of assistance,” 

For example, in -connection with 
intermediate and short-term produc- 
tion credit, the Commission finds that 
the needs of agriculture are now 
capable of being met through regular 
banking channels, but that many 
farmers eligible for bank credit do 
not use it. On the subject of soil con- 
servation, the report places before 
farmers their own responsibilities. 
Improved school facilities in rural 
areas, it is suggested, should be ade- 
quate to provide the same standard 
for rural as for urban pupils, There 
is a proposal to make the compulsory 
school age for rural children the 
same ag that for urban, but it 
might have been thought that where 
it is feasible for parents to send 
children to school up to 16 years, a 
law compelling them to do so would 
be hardly necessary. Indeed} the re- 
port goes on to say that the first 
step toward improvement of rural 
school facilities is general adoption 
of the larger unit of school admini- 
stration. That was fought vigorous- 
ly by almost all rural Ontario, for 
years after Hon. Howard Ferguson 
introduced enabling legislation, and 
only in the past few years has it 
taken hold and started to spread, 

Agriculture ig vitally important to 
Ontario—never more ‘so than at pre- 
sent—and it cannot be said that on 
the whole jf has ever received niore 
than its due from successive admin- 
istrations. The Inquiry Commission's 
report, as the news columns will 
show, lists many projects which pro- 
mise to be of benefit to the industry, 
to rural people in general, and in- 
directly to us all.

Some interest was aroused Mon- 
day as to what action will be taken 
by the province concerning the bill 
to incorporate the Alberta Housing 
Association, Ltd., in view of the lend- 
ing firms’ announcement, The bill 
provides for a $1,000,000 revolving 
fund for housing purposes, it has been 
claimed by sponsors, Having received 
pecond reading, the bill will be taken 
up in committee. 

During debate in the assembly last 
week on second reading of the bill, 
government members indicated their 


intention to go ahead with the legisla- 


tion, even though the National Hous- 
Ing act comes into operation in Al- 
berta. Their contention is that the 
provincial plan would serve to help 
in giving relief to the general house 
shortage in the province.

All indicatians point to the fact 
that regulations concerning tires for 
civilian needs will not be relaxed this 
year, according to officials of the Al- 
berta Motor, Association, Most cer-

There is every justification for ex- 
treme care being used to see that 
tires are not abused. See that they 
wear longer.

The people of Britain are facing a 
sévere shortage of meat and other 
livestock products, The reason for 
the shortage is that Britain is ship- 
ping large quantities of her own re- 
serves to alleviate the intense guffer- 
ing, brought about by the lack of 
food, of the Buropean people in coun- 
tries which have been liberated by the 
Allies, ‘ 


and other livéstock products to Bri- 
tain and to other overseas countries 
than she has been doing. The ration- 
ing of meats, therefore, will have -to 
be resumed in Canada, Farmers will 
be asked to ship all the meats they 
possibly can, which also means 
everybody in Canada, will be asked to 
consume leas meat, 

There is one thing farmers can do, 
much better than can city people. to 
supplement their diet, which is to 
put in a good vegetable garden, for 
vegetables can easily take the place 
of some meat in the diet. Now is the 
time to think about seeds for a vic- 
tory vegetable garden. Those 
consume more vegetables and less 
meat will have the satisfaction of 
knowing they are relieving suffering 
with British and other European 
people.

The 
government allotted generous funds 
for this work and typhus has been 
|no problem in this war. 

Diphtheria and measles have § re- 
ceived special attention ‘by research 
and practising public health workers. 
‘Both these diseases of childhood have 
been brought under complete control. 
Immunization against diphtheria is 
compulsory for all childrep between: 
the ages of one and eight, In 1940, 
10,000,000 children were immunized 
against diptheria, During the war, 
the public health centres all over the 
country have conducted a program 
of re-immunization and research 
workers are searching for a more 
effective preparation which would re- 
quire less frequent injections, 

Measles used to strike at millions 
of children in old Russia, It no long- 
er threatens that many. Soviet med- 
ical workers began to use anti- 
measles serum when it became safe 
and by 1937 the use of such serum 
became obligatory throughout the 
USS.R. In 1940 alone, 1,241,000 
children’ were immunized against 
measles. The inoculations are given 
free to all children, “The aim,” it is 
stated in the Soviet health report,
